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A  WORD  WITH  THE  WOMEN, 


In  many  churches  the  Ladies'  Aid  and 
Missionary  Societies  are  two  separate  or- 
ganizations. In  Grace  Church  there  has 
been  but  one  society  organized  for  a  two- 
fold purpose,  namely  :  to  advance  the  spir- 
itual and  temporal  welfare  of  our  own 
church,  and  to  aid  in  sending  the  Gospel 
into  foreign  lands. 

Since  the  time  of  the  organization  of  our 
Society,  it  has  been  alive  and  nourishing. 
Its  membership  is  composed  of  women 
who  have  been  whole-hearted  in  their 
service.  They  have  been  commended  by 
the  pastor  as  being  the  faithful  servants  of 
the  church  ;  even  as  Paul  wrote  of  Phoebe 
in  Rom.  16:1,2.  They  have  been  ready  for 
any  emergency.  They  have  undertaken 
enterprises  that,  viewed  from  a  human 
standpoint,  seemed  too  great,  but  they  have 
at  all  times  been  efficient  and  sufficient  for 
the  work,  through  ths  help  of  their  Great 
Leader — Christ. 

Paul  admonished  the  church  that  they 
should  receive  Phoebe  in  kindness  and 
love,  so  have  the  women,  who  have  been 
so  eari  est  in  their  work  for  Grace  Church, 
been  received  kindly  and  their  labors  have 
undoubtedly  been  appreciated. 

The  admonition  of  Paul  did  not  end  here, 
however.  He  adds,  further,  that  the 
church  should  assist  Phoebe  in  whatever 
business  she  needed  their  assistance.  Paul 
undoubtedly  knew  that  there  would  be 
those  who  would  hesitate  and  not  give  the 
church  their  hearty  assistance  —  even 
though  they  did  belong  to  it.  It  may  have 
been  then,  as  now,  that  some  who  were  in 
the  church  were  not  servants  of  the  church, 
but  servants  of  the  world.  It  cannot  be 
that  the  cause  for  all  this  is  that  the  world 


offers  a  better  recompense  than  Christ. 
The  world  can  give  no  such  joy  of  heart  to 
its  servants  as  Christ  does  to  His  faithful 
workers.  The  world  offers  a  few  days  of 
gaiety  and  of  levity,  and  then  of  final  dis- 
appointment. Christ  offers  the  joy  of  an 
approving  conscience,  and  an  eternity  of 
happiness  in  the  world  to  come.  There  are 
many  women  who  are  members  of  the 
church  who  are  not  fulfilling  the  command, 
"Do  whatsoever  your  hands  find  to  do.'1 
They  have  never  been  smitten  to  the  earth 
by  the  power  of  God,  and  been  made  to  cry 
out,  "Lord  what  wilt  Thou  have  me  do?" 
There  are  many  professed  followers  of 
Christ  who  are  blind  to  the  needs  of  Christ's 
kingdom,  and  seem  content  to  remain  so. 
They  are  shutting  the  doors  of  their  hearts 
to  tli e  light,  and  will  not  hearken  to  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  calling  for  more  laborers 
to  work  in  His  vineyard.  Their  time  and 
talents  are  employed  in  furnishing  enter- 
tainments for  the  world.  Oh!  Why  will 
the  followers  of  Christ  spend  their  time  in 
worldliness?  What  a  power  for  good  would 
the  Ladies'  Society  of  Grace  Church  be- 
come if  every  woman  whose  name  is  upon 
the  church  record,  would  not  only  give  her 
time  and  talent  to  the  work  of  the  church, 
but  write  her  name  upon  the  records  of  the 
organizations  of  the  church  in  preference 
to  those  of  the  world.  There  is  no  club  so 
enjoyable  as  the  one  that  meets  in  God's 
house  and  keeps  the  fire  upon  the  altar 
aglow  with  God's  love.  There  is  no  auxil- 
iary the  world  has  which  furnishes  the 
opportunities  for  doing  good  that  the  differ- 
ent societies  of  the  church  afford.  May  we 
not  hope  for  a  season  of  recruiting,  when 
the  half  hearted  christians  shall  become 
the  whole  hearted  followers  of  Christ,  and 
when  the  work  of  the  Lord  shall  receive 
the  full  attention  from  all  who  call  them- 
selves christians.
